In response to the Notice of Allowance mailed May 12, 2010, and the Applicant Initiated 
Interview/Telephone Call conducted on July 27, 2010, Applicant provides the following. 
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WRITTEN STATEMENT PER 37 C.F.R. $ 1.133(b) REGARDING 

SUBSTANCE OF JULY 27. 2010, APPLICANT 
INITIATED TELEPHONE INTERVIEW WITH THE EXAMINER 

Applicant's representative appreciates the opportunity to discuss the issue of the PTO's 
receipt of the Certified Copy of the Priority Document in this application with Examiner 
Camquy Truong in the telephone conversation on July 27, 2010. In accordance with the 
requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1.1 13(b), and the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP) § 
713.04, Applicant provides the following written statement of the substance of the 
interview/telephone call. 

The interview/telephone call was initiated by the Applicant and was purely 
administrative in nature. Those participating in the phone conversation were Examiner Truong 
and attorney Shirin Tefagh (for inquiring into administrative matters on behalf of attorney of 
record Richard Wawrzyniak). No exhibits were shown or discussed. No claims or prior art was 
discussed. The following is a brief summary of the phone conversation. 

The PTO's receipt of the Certified Copy of the Priority Document in the present 
Application was discussed during the conversation. Namely, Applicant's representative pointed 
out that the Notice of Allowance mailed on August 5, 2010, did not confirm that the PTO had 
received the Certified Copy of the Priority Document, which had been mailed to the PTO on 
April 5, 2004. The Examiner pointed out that an acknowledgment of such priority had been 
made in the Bibliographic Data Sheet. The Examiner, upon discussing the issue with her 
supervisor, then agreed to provide Applicant with a PTO-90C communication, stating that the 
PTO received the Certified Copy of the Priority Document, and that all conditions have been met 
and Applicant's claim to priority has been perfected. Accordingly, a communication to this effect 
along with an Examiner Interview Summary was mailed by the PTO on August 5, 2010. 

No substantive issues were discussed. The telephone call was purely adminstrative in 
nature to simply ask the Examiner to provide written confirmation that the PTO received the 
Certified Copy of the Priority Document.
